SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW CONTINUED 

2. In regard to the Patents to Bowen et al (5,011,069) and Ehnlinger (5,248,082) it was 
agreed that these two references did not teach or suggest that the replay envelope is separable 
from the outing envelope, that is the outgoing envelope is not reused to make the reply or 
return envelope, note claims 82-87, 90-95, 97-101, 104-108 & 110-112. 

2.1 In regard to claim 89, the use of glue to strengthen the right hand edge of the envelope 
is a patentable distinction over the prior art. 

2.2 In regard to claim 96, the prior art does not teach or suggest placing the tear strip at the 
lower end of the envelope and which would be open from the opposite side of the envelope that 
would be the leading edge as processed by the mail processing equipment, as interpreted under 
35U.S.C§ 112 6^ paragraph. 

2.3 In regard to claim 102, the use of an opaque color screen behind the areas to contain 
printed material is a patentable distmction, as interpreted under 35 U.S.C § 112 6^ paragraph. 
Claim 103 is allowable for the same reason. 

2.3 In regard to claim 109, the use of an opaque dark color screen behind the areas to 
contain printed material is a patentable distinction. 

2.4 A proposed affidavit was deem unnecessary in view of the above distinctions over the 
prior art.
